John M. Wilson, of Lower Leeson street, 
Dublin, and Killiney, County Dublin, was 
charged with killing John Hughes, aged 58, 
a pensioner of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
af Williamstown, by knocking. him down with 
a motor er at Blackrock on 27th March. 

The ha, found the accused man not guilty. 

Mr. K McLaughlin (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. 
Cecil Lavery, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) defended. 

Mr. McLaughlin said that the accident took 
place at 9.30 p.m. in the main street at 
Blackrock, when the deceased man was 
knocked down by a motor car travelling 
towards Dalkey from the city, apd sustained 
injuries from which he died two days later 
in Monkstown Hospital. 

Mrs. Bridget Hughes, widow of the dead 
man, said that her husband had been in 
good health prior to’ the accident, and that 
his sight and hearing had been good. 

Jonn Moloney, of Blackrock, said that he 
heard a thud and saw a man lying on the 
roadway. At the same time he saw a motor 
car swerve to the right and proceed towards 
Temple vead. 

James Keogh, of Blackrock, told of seeing 
a car enter the maim street, knock a ‘man 
down, and continue towards Temple road. 
The night was wet arid hazy, and the car 
was travelling fairly fast. The man walked 
off the pavement right in front of the car. 

Arthur Morton, of Blackrock, who also saw 
the accident, said that the accused man 
seemed about to pull up after the impact, 
but he accelerated and drove away. 

Wilson, the accused man. gaid that on 
entering Blackrock he dimmed his headlights 
and proceeded at about twenty-five m.p.h. 
The road was clear of pedestrians till the 
dead man stepped in front of his car, not 
more than two feet away, and was knocked 
down. The whole thing happened “‘in a 
flash,” and he did everything he could to 
avoid an accident. He swerved to the right, 
but it was too late. 

Replying to Mr. McLaughlin, he said that 
he had been driving for fifteen years, and 
knew this road very well. He did not feel 
any shock of striking the man and he thought 
he had received a glancing blow. Witness 
was in a very worried state at the time and 
did not know till the morning after the acci- 
dent that his car had been damaged. 

Dr. Henry Redmond said that he had 
attended the accused man for pneumonia and 
other ailments, and fér some time he had 
been in a very nervous state and a victim of 
insomnia. 

Dr. Eric L. Parker, a nerve specialist at 
the Richmond Hospital and an honorary pro- 
fessor of neurology at Dublin University, 
said that he had examined the accused man 
and was of opinion that he was suffering 
from hardening of the arteries of the brain. 
This condition Rete affect his actions and 
confuse his under of circum- 
stances. 

Mr. T. Bell, an auditor, said that in 
March last he had been pressing the accused 
man for a statement of the affairs of his 
business, the preparation of which had caused 
him (the accused) a great deal of work and 
worry.

Death was due to coal gas poisoning. 
Their bedroom was filled with fumes. 
They were in the habit of having a hot 
drink during the night, and one of them, 
after making the drink, had, Ms, 
failed to turn the gas tap properly off. 
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WORKING OF DUBLIN 
ABATTOIR 
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EVIDENCE AT INOUIRY 
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An inquiry into a number of proposed bye- 
laws regarding the management and charges 
for the use of slaughterhouses provided by 
the Corporation was opened yesterday in the 
City Hall, Dublin, by Dr. W. Sterling Berry, 
Local Government Inspector. 

The Workers’ Union of Ireland opposed the 
confirmation of the proposed bye-laws. The 
union was represented by Mr. Alec Lynn, 
barrister-at-law. 

Mr. James Larkin, Secretary, Workers’ 
Union of Ireland. said that they had no 
objection to regulations, but they contended 
that too much power was vested in the 
superintendent of the abattoir. It should not 
be open to the superintendent. to decide who 
was to act as a butcher. This smacked of a 
Nazi rather than a democratic form of 
government. Some of the duties imposed by 
the present regulations, he said, were not 
being carried out, 

The abattoir belonged to the City of 
Dublin, and not to the superintendent or 
any other official. If the proposed regulations 
were not amended, the members of his union 
would not work under them. There should be 
stringent regulations, but officials of the union 
should be at liberty to enter the premises, 
consult with their memtbers, and make recom- 
mendations. ¢ 

The inquiry closed.

CORK RATE 
COLLECTION

OFFICIAL INQUIRY 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 


Mr. J. MacLysaght, Local Government In- 
spector, attended at the County Couhicil 
oftices, Cork, to-day to inquire into the posi- 
tion of the rate collection in the county, 
The Inspector sald that Cork had now 
reached the lowest level in rate collection of 
any county in the State, while some of the 
rate collectors were amongst the best; there 
were others who were amongst the worst. It 
was an added hardship on the good collectors 
to be harassed by indifferent collectors in 
adjoining areas. 

He could see,no circumstances in Co. Cork 
which would excuse the backward state of 
the rates there. It was now three months 
behind the statutory time for the closing of 
the collection, and in some of the areag only 
a little over 50 per cent. of the warrants had 


been collected. This state of affairs could 
not be tolerated, and if the collectors are not 
able to provide a remedy the Ministry will be 
forced to take steps to improve the position. 
For some years between £6,000 ad £7,000 
had been paid annually to the tredsurers by 
way of interest, and this was a hardship on 
the general body of ratepayers, representing 
as it did an extra rate of approximately 1}d.

DUBLIN LABOUR

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‘Representatives of Messrs. Prices (Ireland), 
Ltd., clothing manufacturers, Dublin, met

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It was announced from the Foreign 
Office last night that Mr. Anthony Eden 
(Foreign Secretary), on the advice of his 
doctor, has decided to take a week’s rest 
in the country. Viscount Halifax (Lord 
Privy Seal) will act for Mr. Eden in the 
meantime. i

HEROES 


MONUMENTS TO POST. 
OFFICE MEN 
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Two memorials, each commemorating the 
same two men, but, miles apart, have been 


unveiled on the same day by Sir Herbert. 


Stanley, Governor of Southern Rhodesia. 
One is a plaque that has been built into the 
Post. Office at Salisbury, the capital of the 
Colony, and the otaer a monument at Mazoe, 
twenty-seven miles away 

These two men met their deaths under 
circumstances of extraordinary heroism. 

During the Mashona Rebellion, in 1896, a 
party of settlers, including three women, 
were besieged on the Alice gold mine, near 
Mazoe. Several had already been killed by 
natives, led by witch-doctors, many of whom 
had rifles. They were short of food and 
water, and it was urgently necessary to send 
to Salisbury for help. There was a Post 
and Telegraph Office about a mile away at 
a wayside inn, which the natives were looting. 
Amongst the besieged were John Lionel 
Blakiston, son of the Vicar of East Grinstead, 
Sussex; and Thomas George Routledge, born 
at Westbourne, Hampshire. Blakiston was 
engaged in constructing Rhodes’  trans- 
Continental telegraph; Routledge- was a 
telegraph clérk. 

They volunteered to go to the telegraph 
office: and get a message through to Sahs- 
bury. It was hopeless to attempt to dash 
through the natives on foot. Blakiston could 
ride; but could not telegraph; 
could telegraph, but could not ride; so 
Blakiston rode and Routledge ran at his 
stirrup. The venture meant almost certain 
death, but by amazing luck they reached ‘the 
post office. 

Routledge rapped out ten words: “‘ We are 
surrounded. Dickenson, Cass, Faull killed. 
For God's sake... .’’ Then the line was cut, 
or they saw the enemy nearly on top of them. 
They tried to get back to the mine. Blakis- 
ton and tho horse were shot dead and Rout 
ledge was killed a few moments later. 

But their work was done. A handful of 
mounted men dashed out. from Salisbury and 
saved the people on ‘he mine. The affair cost 
eight men killed and five wounded, and eight 
horses killed. 

Inspector Nesbitt, of the British South 
Africa police, was awarded] the Victoria Cross 
in recognition of the bravery of the rescue 
party. 

But it was not till a week ago that public 
recognition was given to the two postal 
officials who gave their lives that their 
friends might be saved.

Belfast always takes on new life coming 
up to “ The Twelfth’ The streets are 
crowded. with people, and the shops are at 
their busiest. Tailors are working night 
and day for a fortnight before this great 
day to supply the demand for clothes, and 
spring fhan do not appear in Belfast 
in April, butin the first quarter of July. 
Union Jacks deck the streets and bands 
and big drums. ‘“‘ Lambeggers,’’ as they 
are popularly known, parade the city. 
Never is there so much painting done as 
at this season. Window frames and doors 
do not give enough opportunity to satisfy 
the loyal feelings of working-class streets, 
and here women, men and children might 
be seen from early in the morning till late 
at night painting the bricks of their sordid 
dwellings with red, white and blue dis- 
tempers, and even the pavement and kerb 
stones are not spared. Banners and 
streamers are flying everywhere, and one 
frequently sees youths and boys trailing 
trees and other such inflammable matter 
to store it up for the eleventh night, when 
nobody goes to bed and every street has 
its bonfire.

Employment in Belfast 


It is amazing to find how often Dublin 
people are misinformed about the state 
of things in the North and vice versa, For 
instance, it is quite common knowledge 
with Dubliners that the Belfast shipyards 
and mills are lying almost idle, and that 
Ballymacarrett, the region of the city 
where the islandmen live, is prostrated 
with poverty. I was surprised to hear 
from different men that the shipyards have 
been going night and day during the last 
six months, and that never was there such 
a boom in work. Fitters, joiners and sheet 
metal welders. were not available, and had 
even to be imported to meet the need. It 
was no rare thing, but quite unusual for 
them to work all day and then to be given 
an hour and told to work all night, and 
then with another hour to be told to go on 
all day again, and I have met a man who 
went on for three days and three consecu- 
tive nights like this, getting no sleep at 
all. They are building all sorts of boats— 
cross-Channel boats, liners, special fas! 
food supply boats, and destroyers, and no 
fewer than thirteen ships left the yards 
during the last six weeks. It is a pleasure 
to see the Queensbridge at 5 o’clock when 
the “ Island ” is getting out; once more 
it rings with the tramp of workmen’s feet 
and is darkened by the grim faces of men 
who build great ships. 


A Historic Wrangle 


There is an amusing incident recorded 
in the early professional life of Dan 
O'Connell not to be met with in any of his 
biographies, and I wonder (writes a. corre- 
spondent) how it is that the name of the 
expert shorthand writer who must have 
been present at the scene has not been 
handed down to us.

‘Bananas 


Of all the fruits from overseas none has 
come so quickly into general demand or 
become so popular as the banana, and 
none has had as much free publicity in 
song. Music-hall comedians exhorted 
audiences to go down the Strand and eat 
bananas; then imaginary Italians 
apologised for having none in stock to- 
day, and now members of dance orchestras 
croon their preference for them because 
they aré boneless. Meanwhile the import 
figures have soared, and the present retail 
price seems almost infinitesimal for what 
at the beginning of the century was a 
luxury fruit, Here is a trade the develop- 
ment of which was, in a way, the first 
achievement in the policy of Common- 
wealth preference, and it ought to be 
represented prombnentiy this week at 
the Joseph Chamberlain Centenary Com- 
memoration. Some of the comforts of every- 
day life—like the now universal sandwich 
—perpetuate names of once famous men 
whose ‘political activities are forgotten ; 
more, like the banana, were introduced by 
statesmen! who are remembered more for 
their influence in international affairs. 
Joseph Chamberlain’s interest in the 
banana trade arose out of his purpose to 
assist the West Indian Islands growers 
in getting their produce into the home 
market. There were other nearer sources 
of supply, but the Colonial Secretary 
realised the mutual advantages of develop- 
ing a vast market for a commodity for 
which everybody in the British Isles was 
a potential consumer. So he induced the 
Government to grant the subsidy by which 
the colonial-grown banana could be 
shipped and sold in competition with the 
foreign product.

A Mainstay of Leinster 


After his great batting íor Leinster 
during the last three weeks, Frank Connell 
ig unfortunate in not securing a place on 
the Gentlemen of Ireland side. High 
scoring is not a feature of Irish cricket, 
and Connell might have gained the rare 
distinction of reaching the century mark 
in three successive innings had rain not 
curtailed play last Saturday. If he gets 
going in a big match, he is the very type 
of opening batsman to give the rest of 
the team confidence; for he is always on 
the look-out for runs, and seldom fails 
to punish the loose ball. He is most 
attractive to watch, too; for he has shots 
all round the wicket, and plays them with 
a fine, free swing of the bat. After a dis- 
appointing start to the present season, he 
is making Leinster, the champion club 
side, look worthy of the honours they have 
gained. 


The Football Breach 


So it appears, after all, that our Asso- 
ciation football legislators are going to 
dig their heads into the sand in the same 
way as our athletic mentors have done. 
Last week the Football Association of the 
Irish Free State, turned down the recom- 
mendation passed at the Free State League 
meeting that matches between Southern 
and Northern clubs should be resumed, 
and so the breach, instead of narrowing, 
is growing wider. Until one side makes 
a definite move peace will never be re- 
stored in Irish football, and with that 
move in their hands the Free State 
officials have refused to take it. If some 
sort of friendly relationship could be 
established the gulf might be bridged, for 
public interest in matches between 
northern and southern teams would cer- 
tainly be keen, but neither side will, 
apparently, concede an inch in- the matter, 
and so we are further than ever from 
contact with northern football, and the 
absurd situation of two separate and dis- 
tinct Irish teams taking the field must 
continue.

A SCENE

in a voice which was broken with sobs. She 
said that she shouted for help when twenty 
yards from the shore, as she was unable to 
make any progress. Two men held her, but 
they, too. could make no progress. Une 
swam away, and the other said: “ Í cannot 
help you, but keep swimming.” . 

‘It seemed ages,” she continued, “ until 
another man came out from the shore. Some- 
one else got hold of me, and I was dragged 
on to the beach.” 


THE PROTEST 


The protest was made by Mr. Isaac 
Edwards, who was on the beach when his son 
was drowned. 

“She said: ‘I am all right,’ got up and 
walked away,”’ he added. 

The Deputy Coroner, Colonel F. 8. Too- 
good, pointed out that Miss West must have 
been very upset. . 

Mr. Edwards—I cannot see how she could 
have been very upset when she got up and 
walked away. 

After the Coroner had expressed his ad- 
miration at the pluck oí the three men, Mr. 
D. F. Nash, solicitor, who appeared for Miss 
West, explained that she was taken away 
from the bád, and had no idea that anyone 
had been drowned. 

“Tí she behaved callousty, as Mr. Edwards 
thinks,” he declared, ‘‘she would have been 
deserving of his strictttres, but that is not the 
case. She is very deeply distressed at the 
tragedy that has éccurred, and very apprecia- 
tive of the efforts which resulted in her life 
being saved.”

The results 
of the work done entirely in infant classes by 
qualified teachers confirmed the principles 
enunciated by the National Programme Con- 
ference, based on the evidence which they 
had received. In the circumstances, it was 
not proposed to make any alteration in the 
existing programme for infant classes.

DEATH OF CHICHERIN 


FORMER SOVIET FOREIGN 
MINISTER 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Tuesday. 

’ George Chicherin, former People’s Com- 
missar of Foreign Affairs, died here to- 
day at the age of 64 years after a serious, 
prolonged illness. . i 

Georgiy Vasileivich Chicherin was a 
member of a well-known. diplomatic and 
juridical family, and entered the Russian 
Foreign Office. During a visit to Berlin 
in 1904, however, he became converted to 
Socialism and Pacifism. He was expelled 
from Germany, and went in turn to France 
and England. During the War he took 
an active part in Pacifist propaganda, and 
was imprisoned in Brixton Jail for “enemy 
associations.”’ After the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion he was exchanged for Sir George 
Buchanan, the British Ambassador in 
Moscow, in 1918 From 1918 to 1950 he 
was Soviet Foreign Commissar, represent- 
ing Russia at the Conferences o Genoa 
and Lausanne. He was succeeded in 1930 
by M. Litvinoff, the present Foreign Com- 


missar.

offices. The amount of money handled by 
him each week for four years averaged 
£7,000, so that over £1,000,000 passed 
through his hands in that period.

would get the benefit of the accused man’s 
accumulated superannuation allowance and 
pension. 


WAR STRAIN 


Mr. Quinlan added that Geary had 
served four years with the Allied forces in 
‘rance, where he was promoted for 
gallantry on the field, and had been twice 
gassed at the Battle of Ypres. The strain 
of war years might possibly have produced 
a state of mental unbalance which led him 
into committing an act which could only 
be regarded as that of a lunatic. 
Superintendent Kilroy said that Geary 
was actually arrested from photographs 
when going to the house of relatives in 
London. 


FAILED BADLY 
Judge Sealy said that the case was a 
very tragic one for Geary, his wife and his 
family. It was very. mysterious to him; 
for no explanation had been given as to 
what had been done with the balance of

CONFERENCE CLASH OF VIEWS

MONTREUX, Tuesday. 


The opposing views of Russia and 
Turkey on the one hand, and Great 
Britain on the other, over the Black Sea 
beczme apparent here again to-day when 
the Montreux Conference resumed its dis- 
cussion of the new British draft for the 
revision of the Dardanelles Convention. 

Turkey first submitted an amendment 
that Black Sea Powers should be allowed 
to pass ships in and cut of the straits 
up to any size freely. Great Britain 
waned to limit the tonnage to 15,000. 
This would have excluded the possibility 
of large-size battleships moving from the 
Black Sea into the Mediterranean. 

The amendment was followed by two 
important declarations from the U.S.S.R. 


IN CASE OF EARTHQUAKES 


The British proposal—that, in addition 
to the maximum non-Black Sea tonnage 
allowed into the sea for ' humanitarian 
purposes,” each State could send tonnage 
up to 10,0C7 per State—was first criticised. 

The British delegate was asked for an 
explanation of what was meant by 


sé. 
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‘‘humanitarian purposes.” Lord Stanley 
suggested some such possibility as an 
earthquake, where it might be necessary 
to rush succour to the spot. 

Then the Soviet delegation pointed out 
that it would have to insist that the 
‘‘ sliding scale,” providing for increased 
non-Black Sea tonnage in the Black Sea 
in the event of the strongest fleet in the 
Black Sea increasing its strength, should 
be on a strictly percentage basis. 

After the delegates had thus made their 
most urgent points of view clear, the first 
15 of the 26 Articles in the British draft 
were disposed of in a first reading. 

This does not mean that they have been 
accepted. The delegates contented them- 
selves with making their various points of 
view clear, and now they will set down 
to discuss some of these points with other 
delegates and refer others to experts. 


THE NARROWS TO-DAY

INTERRUPTED SERV‘!CE 


Service in the Civil Service of the Pro- 
visional Government is to be reckoned as 
service in the service of Saorstat Eireann. 
Rules are set out as to the means to be 
adopted for reckoning established and un- 
established service, and in certain cases of 
interrupted service, also in certain cases 
of ill-health. 

Special provisions apply in the case of 
a person transferred from the British ser- 
vice, who is not a “ transferred officer ” 
within the meaning of the Compensation 
Act of 1929. These will operate to 
validate any adjustment or variation of a 
grant of superannuation allowance, 
gratuity or other benefit already made 
under the Superannuation Acts. 

If a person ceased to be employed in a 
civil service for political reasons, and if 
the amount granted as superannuation 
was less than it would have been if the 
service had been continuous, the Minister 
may increase the amount, but not to a 
greater amount than if the original grant 
had been for continuous service. 

The new bill stipulates that the follow- 
ing persons who, having been in a civil 
service, and having ceased solely for 
political reasons to be i; employed and 
being precluded by marriage from re- 
appointment in the Civil Service of 
Saorstat Eireann, may be paid by the 
Minister, as soon as convenient after the 
passing of the Act, the sum of £500: Nora

POST OFFICE STRIKE 

Absence from duty during the Post Office 
strike is dealt with in Section 23. If a 
person in an established or unestablished 
position in the Service between the llth 
September, 1922, and the 30th September 
in that year, “either did not render 
service during or receive remuneration in 
respect of any part of that period, or 
rendered service during and received re- 
muneration in respect of part only of that 
period of the said period, the said peric |, 
or the other part thereof, may, if the 
Minister so directs, be reckoned in the 
service of such person as continuous 
service, 

Full-time service as an officer of the 
Oireachtas, a member of the staff of the 
Auditor-General, Revenue Commissioners, 
National Gallery or National Library, 
shall be deemed for the purpose of super- 
annuation to be service in the Civil Service 
of Saorstat Eireann. The services of a 
person transferred to the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation as director and secre- 
tary shall be regarded as being continuous 
service in the Civil Service. 

In certain cases the Minister may add 
to the years of service a period not ex- 
ceeding five years.

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NO LONGER A NAZI

46" T HE Fatherland is with us,” declared 
Herr Greiser, Nazi President of 
the Danzig Senate, on his return here this 
morning from Berlin. He had spent 
nearly two days in the German capital 
discussing with high officials the future 
policy of the Danzig Nazis following his 
‘defiance’ of the League at Geneva. 

Although it had been planned to give 
him a “ hero’s welcome ” on his return, 
comparatively few people were gathered 
at the station when he arrived at eight 
o'clock this morning. However, he re- 
ceived an enthusiastic reception from 
those present and was presented with a 
bouquet of roses by an admirer. 3 

Standing in his car outside the railway 
station he made a brief speech to the 
erowd, in which he said: “ Your welcome 
shows that I have expressed what was in 
the hearts of the people of Danzig. You 
endorse the words which I spoke at 
Geneva—the right words spoken in the 
right place. 

“ Let us continue to do our duty and 
the hour will strike when we shall again 
find the right words to express ourselves 
in the right way.” 

In contrast was the unostentatious 
return of the League Commissioner, Mr. 
Sean Lester, against whom Herr Greiser 
had thundered at Geneva. He arrived by 
the four o’clock train and walked to his 
house. arm-in-arm with his wife, who had 
met him at the station. 


AN OPPOSITION 
DECLARATION

DEPRECATES GENEVA 
ALLEGATIONS 
WARSAW, Tuesday. 


An outspoken repudiation of Herr 
Greiser and of the Nazi Government of 
Danzig is printed to-day by two opposition 
papers, the Danziger Volkstumme and the 
Danziger Volkszeitung, which publish a 
joint declaration of the opposition parties. 
This declaration says, among other things: 

“ The undersigned parties of the non- 
Nazi population of Danzig, which at pre- 
sent form the majority of the total popu- 
lation of the Free City, protest most 
emphatically against any suggestion that 
the declaration of President Greiser should 
also be imputed to them. 

‘The undersigned parties feel bound 
to deprecate, for the honour of the non- 
Nazi population’ of the Free City repre- 
sented by them, the grave allegations 
which were publicly raised against them, 
and which accuse them of criminal acts of 
practising terrorism and of fomenting 
riots. 

“The undersigned parties declare that 
the Danzig Constitution, together with the 
existing-guarantee of foreign countries,, 
both as regards internal and external 
affairs, forms the fullest and soundest pro- 
tection of the Free City, and as such it 
has held its own. 

““ New elections to the Danzig Volksdiet 
(Parliament) will,show that Naziism can 
no longer claim to speak on behalf of 
the majority of the Danzig population.’’ 


SECRECY 
BERLIN; Tuesday. 


In recording the arrival of Herr Greiser 
in Danzig this morning at least one Ger- 
man newspaper, the Nachtausgabe, states 
that he came from Geneva, instead of 
from Berlin, as was actually the case. 

Others carefully avoid mentioning the 
fact that he had broken his journey at 
the German capital. ‘ 

The only comment here on the prohibi- 
tion of the Socialist and Catholic papers 
in Danzig, following the reports of* Herr 
Greiser's outburst at Geneva, is that of 
the official German News Agency,’ which 
says: ‘‘ The relations between Danzig and 
the Reich cannot be continually burdened 
by the incessant incitement of these papers 
against the Third Reich and its leader. 
The Danzig population urgently desires 
that the malevolent activities of these 
provocative publications shall be stopped 
once and for all.” 


ITALY’S “ NEUTRALITY ” 
ROME, Tuesday. 


It is learned in authoritative circles here 
that Italy’s attitude on the question of 
Danzig is one of “ friendly neutrality.” 

No invitation to the forthcoming Locarno 
Powers’ Conference in Belgium has yet 
been received, and no decision has been 
taken as to whether Italy will attend or 
not. 

Italy’s attitude is one of reserve, and it 
is believed that her answer to any invita- 
tion may depend upon the form of the 
invitation.

POLAND WARNS HITLER

The possible increase of the present 
land tax in view of the Government's 
reduced financial resources ; 

(2) Privation and suffering among 
villagers unable ‘to sell grain, fruit or 
vegetables at the present time; and 

(3) Inadequate medical attention for the 

country people, threatening blindness to 
many children unattended for eye diseases 
owing to the lack of transport. 
The High Commissioner denied that the 
Government was using force wantonly and 
ruthlessly in its efforts to put an end to 
the disorders. It was, he pointed out, the 
Government's first and fundamental duty 
to ensure security of life and property, and 
it would be necessary unhesitatingly to 
employ . military force in _ increasing 
strength if such were needed. 


CALL FOR SUPPORT 

Declaring that he was determined to 
bring about peace quickly, he concluded: 
‘‘ Surely I may appeal to all men. and 
women in this country to support the 
Government and strengthen public opinion 
for ending this period of crime and dis- 
order that causes such miseries as these.”

The report says that the officers took off 
in three machines from Addis Ababa to 
fly to Jimma, and that they were 
ambushed as soon as they landed. 

The name of the Deputy Chief of Air 
Staff is not known, but he is said to be a 
General. Another victim is stated to be 
Colonel Antonio Locatelli, well known for 
his flights over Greenland and the Arctic. 
It is stated that the Italians had been 
invited by the local inhabitants to land 
at the spot at which the ambush occurred 
and establish a garrison. 

Jimma lies south-west of Addis Ababa, 
in the part of Abyssinia not yet wholly 
occupied.

NEW GRAMOPHONE 
RECORDINGS 


GREAT SOPRANO -IN 
WAGNER 


——-— 


Among recent releases by the H.M.V. 
Company are a couple of records by Kirsten 
Flagstad, the great Swedish soprano whose 
singing, especially in the Wagnerian róles, 
in the Covent Garden season just closed, 
swept even the most blasé critics and opera- 
goers off their feet : 

In the records now to hand this singer is 
heard in a wonderful rendering of Elisabeth a 
Prayer from the Third Act of “Tannhauser.”’ 
The voice is electrifying in its clarity and 
purity of tone, its easy—one is tempted to 
say nonchalant—delivery; and superb control 
of every mood of the music. The singer 
is supported by an orchestra conducted by 
Hans Lange, and some of the effects, 
especially in the woodwind are exquisite. 

o realise the full force of Brunnhilde’s 
Battle Cry from the Second Act of “ The’ 
Valkyries,” one should hear this soprano’s 
dramatic rendering of it on another record, 
which is coupled with Richard Strauss’s big 
song “ Allerseelen’’ (All Souls Day). 

at accomplished . soprano, Elizabeth 
Schumann, has a new record in which she 
sings a setting of words to the Caprice 
Viennois which Fritz Kreisler has made 
world-famous. The least one can say is 
that the voice in its beauty of tone is worthy 
of the music. It is a lovely bit of singing. 
On the reverse side is an appealing little 
song “ Vogel Lied’’ (Op. 4, No. 4 by Wein- 
gartner). 

Admirers of Paul Robeson will be delighted 
to get his newest record, containing ‘‘ Shen- 
andoah’*’ and ‘‘ Jes’ Mah Song,” in which 
his rich, big voice is very faithfully repro- 
duced. The resonance in the lower notes in 
‘‘Shenandoah’”’ is especially impressive. 

In the H.M.VY. releases there is also a new 
record by Benjamino Gigli; containing the 
familiar ‘* Mattinata,”’ of Leoncavallo, and 
a typical Southern European song, “ Torna 
a Sorriento.’” “They are sung with Gigli’s 
passionate appeal, and one’s only regret is 
that they are not big enough for the singer. 


SLAVONIC DANCES 


Music lovers will be very pleased at the 
opportunity of securing the series of Dvorak’s 
Slavonic Dances which is being made by the 
Czech Philharmonic Orchestra. conducted by 
Vaclav Talich. Those to hand are the Dances 
No. 6 in D major, No. 3 in A flat major, 
and No, 4 in F major. The last runs to two 
sides of a ten-inch record, and, like the 
others, 1s full of life and colour and the 
emotionalism one associates with these folk 
tunes. 

Another interesting record in the H.M.V. 

list is that of the Eric Coates very descrip- 
tive “London Again ” suite, played by the 
London Palladium Orchestra, under the baton 
of Richard Crean. A fuller recording of this 
work, running to three sices of two twelve- 
inch discs, is in the Columbia iist, played by 
the Symphony Orchestra, with the composer 
himself conducting. 
_ A piano record that will make great appeal 
is that by Horowitz, containing two Chopin 
studies—No. 4 in C sharp minor from Opus 
20 and the familiar No. 5 in G flat major, 
also from Opus 10. They are played with 
that wonderful technique and control for 
which Horowitz is world famous. With them 
is the Mazurka in C sharp minor (No. 3 of 
Opus 50). 

There is a big selection of light music and 
dances in the H.M.V. list. “Free and Easy” 
and “‘Gypsy Wine,’’ the latter composition 
by Ritter, are capitally played by Barnabas 
von Geczy and his orchestra. Roy Fox and 
bis orchestra also make great play with “It’s 
been so long” and “ Rise ’n’ Shine,” and 
Fats Waller and his rhythm band are enter- 
taining in the fox-trots, ' Sugar Rose ” and

NEW CLARA BUTT RECORDS 


Admirers of the late Dame Clara Butt will be 
eager to secure and cherish two new records of 
this incomparable singer which have recently 
been issued by the Columbia Company. The 
records contain a couple of the grand old songs 
which the great contralto made famous and 
with the singing of which her name was in- 
separably associated. On the one record is 
‘* Abide with Me,” coupled with ‘“‘Husheen,”’ 
and on the other “ Land of Hope and Glory”’ 
and “Old Folks at Home.” Made available 
now for the first time, these records should 
find a place in all collections. 

Also on the vocal side is a very entertaining 
record under the title, ‘‘A Fantasie of Sleep,” 
in which the Columbia Light Opera Company, 
with Garda Hall and John McKenna as 
soloists, are heard in a number of well-known 
slumber songs, including ‘‘ Traumerei.”’ 
“Sweet and Low,” “ Rocked in the Cradle 
of the Deep,” and some Cradle Songs. There 
is also a beautiful first record of the accom- 
plished tenor, Percy Manchester. His voice 
comes through very appealingly in such 
ballads as “ Vienna, City of My Dreams,” 
“1 Give my Heart,” and Schubert’s “ Im- 
patience. *’ 

Columbia also issue a further group of 
Roger Quilter songs, including ‘‘Weep No 
More,” “To Daisies’’ and “Song of the 
Blackbird,” which Mark Raphael sings with 
exquisite understanding to the composer’s 
plano accompaniment. Norman Allin’s big 
vcice comes through sonorously in ‘ Think 
op Me” and “ When Song is Sweet.” 

On the humorous side there is an enter- 
taining monologue of schoo] fun by Arthur 
Marshall, entitled “ A Schoolgirls’ Story ” 
and “ The Headmistress.’”’ Stanley Holloway 
also figures in the list, with his ‘‘Old Sam” 
episodes, and Renee Houston is in her 
liveliest mood in ‘‘Love Laughs at Lock- 
smiths’’ and “The Eternal Triangle.’’ 

For lovers of classical music there are some 
wonderful things in the recent Columbia 
releases. For instance, there is a brilliantly 
descriptive recording of ‘‘Festivo’’ (Tempo 
at Bolero), No. ó of the ‘“‘Scenes Historiques’’ 
of Sibelius, played by the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, conducted by Sir Thomas 
Beecham.

Fletcher was an Englishman, then resident 
tm Cork, and was one of the most noted long- 
distance riders of the early nineties. He was 
the holder of the longest road record in Eng- 
land—the Land’s End to John o Groats— 
which he beat the previous year.
